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LIBiARY IMPRUViILNT PROGRAM 


During the sunter months a number of improvements were made in the 
library desi »ned to increase and to speed up services. A total of twenty- 
seven study and research carrels were installed in the basement of the lib- 
rary for use of faculty and graduate students, all provided with individual 
desic lamps. Two blocks of unadjustable wood stacks were renoved and adjustae 
ble st6el stacks installed in their places. This change has hapoily vro= 
vided increased shelving capacity. 


The entire book sollection was moved and the different classes of books 
arranged in natural sequence. On the top deck directly above the loan desk 
are the 000's, 100's, 200's and part of the 300's. On the lower level 
behind the Loan desk are the 300's, 00's and mrt of the 500's. In the 
basewent following, the rest of the [00's which are shelved on the ne steel 
ranges, are tiie 600's, 700's, 3800's and 9200's. This pattern of arrange- 
ment should greatly facilitate the location of hooks in the stacks with 
minimum of time and effort.

the material and put it on the elivator for the second floor. an attendant 
on the periodical floor will remove it from the clevator und deliver it to 
the vatron at the desk. We belicve that this arrangement will tend to spced 
up loan service for ail. 








CLOSING THE GAPS 


Over the vast year the library has been making extensive elforts to 
obtain important serials not now in the collection and to »orocure missing 
numbers to round out incomplete files. There are a great many gaps in our 
serials collection \hich are basic to our work and are necessary to obtain. 
Sone of the older ones are very scarce and are extremely hard to come by and, 
when obtainable, are very costly--sometimes running as high as »500 to “1,000.
